1 . (Currently Amended) A sewing machine frame comprising: 

a main frame including: 

an upper support member for supporting thereon a plurality of machine heads in a 
substantially horizontal orientation and in juxtaposed relation to each other , the upper support 
member having mounting holes formed in predetermined positions thereof for mounting 
individual ones of the machine heads; and 

a lower support member for supporting thereon a plurality of hook bases , corresponding 
to the machine heads, in a substantially horizontal orientation and in juxtaposed relation to each 
other, the lower support member having substantially the same length as the upper support 
member; and 

a pair of joint members positioned between respective opposite ends of the upper 
support member and the lower support member so that said upper support member and said 
lower support member b ei ng are positioned in substantially parallel relation to each other with a 
predetermined interval therebetween and i ntegra ll y jo i ned w i th oach othor v i a a jo i nt mombor ^ 
wherein the joint members are welded to said upper support member and said lower support 
member: and 

a pair of mutually-separated supporting leg sections for ooct i on prov i ded soparato l y from 
sa i d ma i n framo, sa i d support i ng l ot sect i on bo i ng attached to left and right ends, respectively, 
a prodotorm i nod pos i t i on of said main frame to support said main frame in a substantially 
horizontal orientation at a predetermined height.

5. (Currently Amended) A sewing machine frame as claimed in claim 1 wh e r ei n sa i d support i ng 
le g s e ct i on i nc l ud e s a pa i r of le g m e mb e rs for support i ng le ft and r i ght e nds, r e sp e ct i v el y, of 
sa i d ma i n fram e further comprising a structural member for connecting between the supporting 
leg sections m e mb e rs to reinforce the supporting leg sections m e mb e rs . 



6. (Currently Amended) A sewing machine frame as claimed in claim 5 wherein i nd i v i dua l ones 
of sa i d mombor mak i ng up sa i d support i ng lot sect i on arc said structural member is detachably 
assembled to the supporting leg sections by means of detachable fasteners. 

7. (Currently Amended) A sewing machine frame as claimed in claim 1 wherein each of said 
supporting leg sections are welded s e ct i on is attached to said main frame by w el d i ng . 

8. (Currently Amended) A sewing machine frame as claimed in claim 1 wherein each of said 
supporting leg sections s e ct i on is detachably attached to said main frame by means of a 
detachable fastener. 



9. (Currently Amended) A method for assembling a sewing machine frame, said method 
comprising: 

a st e p of providing a main frame including; 

an upper support member for supporting thereon a plurality of machine heads in a 
substantially horizontal orientation and in juxtaposed relation to each other , the upper support 
member having mounting holes formed in predetermined positions thereof for mounting 
individual ones of the machine heads: and 

a lower support member for supporting thereon a plurality of hook bases , corresponding 
to the machine heads, in a substantially horizontal orientation and in juxtaposed relation to each 
other, the lower support member having substantially the same length as the upper support 
member; and 

a pair of joint members positioned between respective opposite ends of the upper 
support member and the lower support member so that said upper support member and said 
lower support member b ei ng are positioned in substantially parallel relation to each other with a 
predetermined interval therebetween and i nt e gra ll y jo i n e d w i th e ach oth e r v i a a jo i nt m e mb e r ^ 
wherein said joint members are welded to said upper support member and said lower support 
member ; 

a st e p of providing a pair of mutually-separated supporting leg sections and attaching 
said pair of mutually-separated supporting leg sections s e ct i on for b ei ng attach e d to left and 
right ends, respectively, a pr e d e t e rm i n e d pos i t i on of said main frame to support said main frame 
in a substantially horizontal orientation at a predetermined height; 

a stop of transporting oach of the provided main frame and supporting leg sections 
sect i ons to an assembling place; and 



a stop of completing said sewing machine frame by assembling said supporting leg 
sections sect i on to the transported main frame in the assembling place. 

1 0. (Currently Amended) A method as claimed in claim 9 whoro i n sa i d support i ng l og sect i on 
i nc l udes a pa i r of l og mombors for support i ng l eft and r i ght onds, rospoct i vo l y, of sa i d ma i n 
fram e , and further comprising providing a structural member for connecting between the leg 
sections s e ct i on to reinforce the leg sections s e ct i on , and 

wherein said st e p of transporting includes transporting transports th e m e mb e rs of said 
supporting leg sections sector and the structural member to the assembling place in a 
separated state, and said st e p of completing includes completing comp le t e s said sewing 
machine frame by assembling the structural member to said supporting leg sections s e ct i on w i th 
th e m e mb e rs in the assembling place and attaching the assembled supporting leg sections 
s e ct i on and the structural member to the transported main frame. 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) A method for assembling a sewing machine frame, said method 
comprising: 

a stop of providing a main frame including: 

an upper support member for supporting thereon a plurality of machine heads in a 
substantially horizontal orientation and in juxtaposed relation to each other , the upper support 
member having mounting holes formed in predetermined positions thereof for mounting 
individual ones of the machine heads; and 

a lower support member for supporting thereon a plurality of hook bases , corresponding 
to the machine heads, in a substantially horizontal orientation and in juxtaposed relation to each 
other, the lower support member having substantially the same length as the upper support 
member; and 

a pair of joint members positioned between respective opposite ends of the upper 
support member and the lower support member so that said upper support member and said 
lower support member b ei ng are positioned in substantially parallel relation to each other with a 
predetermined interval therebetween , wherein the joint members are welded to the upper 
support member and the lower support member, and i nt e gra ll y j o i n e d w i th e ach oth e r v i a a j o i nt 
m e mb e r, said st e p of providing a main frame further including prov i d i ng sa i d l ow e r support 
m e mb e r w i th mounting a base for mounting thereon the hook bases to the lower support 
member ; 



a stop of providing a pair of mutually-separated supporting leg sections sect i on for being 
attached to left and right ends, respectively, a prodotorm i nod pos i t i on of said main frame to 
support said main frame in a substantially horizontal orientation at a predetermined height; 

a stop of transporting the provided main frame and supporting leg sections sect i on to an 
assembling place; and 

a st e p of completing said sewing machine frame by assembling said supporting leg 
sections s e ct i on to the transported main frame in the assembling place. 

12. (Currently Amended) A method for assembling a sewing machine frame, said method 
comprising: 

a st e p of providing a main frame including: 

an upper support member for supporting thereon a plurality of machine heads in a 
substantially horizontal orientation and in juxtaposed relation to each other , the upper support 
member having mounting holes formed in predetermined positions thereof for mounting 
individual ones of the machine heads: aftd 

a lower support member for supporting thereon a plurality of hook bases , corresponding 
to the machine heads, in a substantially horizontal orientation and in juxtaposed relation to each 
other, the lower support member having substantially the same length as the upper support 
member; and 

a pair of joint members positioned between respective opposite ends of the upper 
support member and the lower support member so that said upper support member and said 
lower support member be i ng are positioned in substantially parallel relation to each other with a 
predetermined interval therebetween , wherein the joint members are welded to the upper 
support member and the lower support member and i nt e gra ll y j o i n e d w i th e ach oth e r v i a a j o i nt 
m e mb e r ; 

a st e p of providing a pair of mutually-separated supporting leg sections s e ct i on for being 
attached to left and right ends, respectively, a pr e d e t e rm i n e d pos i t i on of said main frame to 
support said main frame in a substantially horizontal orientation at a predetermined height; 

a st e p of attaching, to the provided main frame, component parts including the machine 
heads and hook bases; 

a st e p of transporting, to an assembling place, said main frame having the component 
parts attached thereto and the provided supporting leg s e ct i on sections ; and 

a stop of completing said sewing machine frame by attaching said supporting leg 
sections sect i on to the transported main frame in the assembling place. 



13. (New) A sewing machine frame as claimed in claim 8 wherein said detachable fastener is a 
bolt. 

14. (New) A method as claimed in claim 9 wherein said sewing machine frame is completed by 
assembling each of the supporting leg sections to the transported main frame by means of a 
bolt or other detachable fastener. 

15. (New) A method as claimed in claim 1 1 wherein said sewing machine frame is completed 
by assembling each of the supporting leg sections to the transported main frame by means of a 
bolt or other detachable fastener. 

16. (New) A method as claimed in claim 12 wherein said sewing machine frame is completed 
by assembling each of the supporting leg sections to the transported main frame by means of a 
bolt or other detachable fastener. 

17. (New) A sewing machine frame as claimed in claim 1 wherein a base for installing the hook 
bases corresponding to the machine heads is fixed to a front surface of the lower support 
member in the main frame. 

18. (New) A sewing machine frame as claimed in claim 1 wherein each of the supporting leg 
sections includes a first section for supporting an underside of the main frame, and a second 
section for supporting a vertical section of the main frame. 

19. (New) A method as claimed in claim 9 wherein each of the supporting leg sections includes 
a first section for supporting an underside of the main frame, and a second section for 
supporting a vertical section of the main frame.
